clusion, or whenever the pots are well 
filled with roots, the bulbs should be 
brought to the light gradually, and 
after a few days should be given all 
the sunshine possible, though they 
will bloom perfectly without it. If they 
seem backward, sunshine and warm 
water will hasten them."

exporters. The bill does not prohibit 
the importation of sausages from the 
United States. Whatever -use the 
btmdesrath may make of the powers 
conferred on it, there need not be 
asy anxiety on the part of the Amer- 
cans, the Cologne Gazette continues, 
adding: "If the Americans, as indi- 
cated in the resolution of congress,

The 
cod is then sewed or fastened with 
safetypins in a piece of cheese doth, 
which should be washed trot after use 
and. kept for this purpose; tie edges 
are to be^ewn together, as tljere'iaust 
TJ& only one thickness over the fish. • 


The fish is first washed in-very cold 


water, placed in the cloth on the plate, 
covered with boiling salted water, ten 
minutes, exactly, allowed to each 
pound, then 
simmered surely but 


slowly. 


When the cloth is removed the fish 


will be ia good sliape and ready for 
the sauce to be thrown over. 
The 


latter is to he prepared while the fish 
is cooking by stirring p tablespoonful 
of sifted flour into one of boiling but- 
ter, then adding gradually to this half 
a pint each of hot milk and oyster 
Juice; when this is smooth the oysters 
are .stirred in, pepper and salt to taste 
added, arid as soon as the oysters begin 
to curl at the edges the sauce is com- 
pleted. For a change, the oysters may 
be omitted, and boiled 
shrimps or 


chopped parsley added to the sauce 
instead.

Two Sympathetic Lakes. 


The Wetternsee, in, Sweden, like so

ground for the queer supposition that 
living creatures, animal and vegetable, 
can and do make journeys to and fro 
between the high northern lake of 
Wettern and the south German lake 
of Constance. 


This bold conclusion has been' part- 


ly justified by the appearance of ex- 
actly the same fauna and even of the 
same animal life in the Swedish and 
the Swabian inland seas. It is even

By this time Hall Caine must be 


the most pleased and most disgusted 
Eriton who ever visited our shores. 
Three months ago he was known in 
this country as the author of several 
very entertaining novels, and as a co- 
laborator with Wilson Barrett in their 


and 


chief 


"The 
Deemster" 


"The Manxman" formed the 
basis of his claim to American fame. 
and in neither of them was justice 
done to the innate dramatic strength 
of the novels upon which they were 
founded. It has always been supposed 
that their triviality as plays should 
be laid at Wilson Barrett's door, but 
the revelation made by the dramatized 
version of "The Christian" makes it 
evident that Mr. Caine himself may, 
after aii, be partially responsible. His 
latest novel he chose to dramatize all 
by himself, and the result is barely 
more commendable than that which 
sprang from his joint labors with Wil- 
son Barrett. Critic after Critic has 
fallen foul of his work, until there is 
not a character, a scene, or scarcely a 
line in "The Christian" which has es- 
caped the castigation of some censor- 
ious hand. In the meantime, however. 
the play itself has been drifting in the 
teeth of a perfect northeaster of pub- 
lic favor, and has apparently secured 
the attention of the. same class of cas- 
ual theater-goers and non-theater-go- 
ers who have derived so much pleasure 
from "The Sign of the Cross" the past 
three seasons. Mr. Caine, .however, has 
borna the ordeal 
with Incoming 


equanimity. While his play has been 
drawing large audiences to the Knick- 
erbocker Theater in New York— the 
theater on Broadway which opened 
some years ago. as-Abbey's and passed 
out of his control when disaster over- 
took that venturesome operatic man- 
ager—he has not been content to let 
things take their course, but has 
slapped back at his critics in a man- 
ner as childish as it was undignified. 
There are few dramatic editors in any 
of the large cities who have not oeen 
favored with several closely-lined type- 
written sheets, setting forth at length 
his grievances and answering in ver- 
bose detail all the 
specific 
charges 


made against the alleged immorality 
of his work. If advertising were nis 
goal in all this, he reached it, for the 
newspapers unhesitatingly published 
everything he sent them. And they 
were not wholly unwise or indiscreet, 
for the truth must /be said that Mr. 
Calne's polemics, are especially inter- 
esting reading. ; - 


One of his 
points : was directed 


against Willijun Winter, the veteran 
critic of the New York Tribune, whose 
ideals, it must be confessed, are rootea ; 
altogether too strongly in the past j 
when his age rested lightly on; his { 
shoulders. No names were mentioned 
but the description was definite enough 
to fit Mr.. Winter so closely that he at 
once fell into the snare without a mur- 
mur: Between the two ensued a duel 
in which the English .language was 
called upon to yield up her choicest 
store of invectives. The palm has not 
yet been awarded, although neither 
Mr. Winter nor Mr. Caine has any 
doubts over the identity of <he victor. 


After "The Christian" had been rua- 


ning some weeks at the Knickerbocker 
theater, Mr. Caine originated the sub- 
lime idea of giving a special daytime 
performance for the %sole benefit of 
clergymen and- their families. Invita- 
tions 'were accordingly sent out, and 
inasmuch as they were in every case 
accompanied by a pass for two, or an 
order therefor, the bait was seized with 
avidity. Th« theater probably bad nev- 
er before held sr.ch an array of hom- 
iletic dignity. The performance went 


Jo so doing, Mr. Caine certainly bad a 
very aoteworthy precedent. For be it 
rcm -cabered that a soa*e time popular 
and eriatie gentleman of the name of 
Hamlet onee altered a play to serve 
his own personal ends. Surely Mr. 
Hall Caine should be allowed to follow 
uuceusuret) in such illustrious foot- 
steps.

An interesting story about five 


TJiiitttd Stales Treasury notes thai 
were found by John Ve^ley, a carpen- 
ter, more Uian thirty years ago iu an 
old box car in Louisville, Ky., was 
| revived when a bill for hia relief, 
j which has beeii pending in Congress 
i for years, and which had already 
. passed the Senate, passed the House. 
It thus becomes a law, and Veeley 
will get good American dollars to die 
amount of $300, and interest, in the 
way of a gift from Uncle Sain. The 
till was called up by Representative 
Zenor, of Indiana. It was first intro- 
duced in the Senate during the Fifty- 
first Congress on April £>, 1890, and 
referred to the Committee on Claims. 
Senator Tarpie secarred its passage 
in the upper honse May 17, 1897. 
' It is in the reports of the Committee 
on Claims that the story of the Treas- 
ury notes is told. According to these 
reports John Yeeley was, on Septem- 
ber 2S, 1868, employed in Louisville, 
Tvy., as a carpenter, by the Louisville 
j»nd Nashville Railroad Company, and: 
•while tearing oat tbe end of an old 
box car which was under repair, he 
found five United States Treasury 
notes, payable to bearer, of $100 each. 
The notes were somewhat mutilated 
and appeared to have formed part of a 
rat's nest, but there appears to hare 
been no difficulty in determining 
their character, their denomination' 
and date, and the if sue and series to 
which each belonged. Yeeley took 
the cotes to the Louisville Custom 
House, and they were forwarded to 
the Treasury Department for redemp-( 
tion, bnt the Department refused to' 
redeem them, and, with the approval 
of the Secretary, they were returned 
to him in February, 1869. He then 
cold them to one Julius Wellman, * 
broker, for $300. 
, In March, 1869, Wellman sent them 
again to the Treasury Department, 
and the matter was referred to the 
First Controller, who decided that 
they should neither be redeemed nor* 
returned to Wellinan. Wellman then, 
made a demand upon Yeeley for the) 
return of the purcKase money, and it 
is alleged that an officer was sent to; 
intimidate him and force a settlement. 
Yeeley had in the mean time disposed 
of the $300, and, being Sependent -on' 
his daily labor, it was not easy to re- 
fund the money, bnt he at length did 
so by installments, 
and whatever 


rightsTwere acquired by the original 
finding were revived in riim by the 
repayment. 


Yeeley subsequently renewed his 


efforts to secure payment from, the 
Treasury Department, but the request 
was denied, and the notes still re- 
mained in the hands of the Treas- 
urer. 
[ 


Senator Turpie's bill, es amended' 


by the Senate Committee on Claims, 
directs the Secretary of the Treasury 
to pay Yeeley the value of tho fire 
Treasury notes found by Yeeley. 


This bill n-as favorably reported by 


the committee on March 31, 1897, and 
•was passed on May 17, 1897. It was 
introduced in the House three days 
later, and final action was taken. 


Man Not Always a Flesh-Satin*; Animal. 


Primitive man originally subsisted 


on a diet consisting purely of fruits 
and roots, but though frnctivorous by 
instinct and by reason of the cou~- 
formation of his digestire organs and 
dental system, in which respect he is

YtfleucU might t* called the mas&dcru 
of the bort*s, says the Saturday Re- 
view. Ther« b. ao pretence of flsht- 
ins and the picador rarely attempts to 
t-avt bis horse, although nothing would 
be- easier; on the contrary, the hor^e 
is deliberately offered to the baH. with 
the i-ery considerable chance.ol coarse. 
that the picador himself may be 
wounded through his pads, or as. ht 
rolis> over with his horse. The horses 
are old' and lean, one eye is ofu-n 
bandaged, and if. as they often do, 
they press back in terror against the 
barrier, or become unmanageable, a 
red-cqated chulo comes forward and 
takes 'the bridle and another follows 
with a stick, and the horse is led up 
to the bull and placed sideways to 
receive the charge. The, bull, who has 
not the slightest desire to attack the 
horse, is finally teased Into imtadoc 
by the red coats and the pmk cloaks 
which sro tossed and flaunted before 
him. 
He paws the ground, puts down 


his head and charges. The pike pricks 
him and hia horns plunge into the 
horse's belly or are caught on the 
loose wooden saddle, sty, as happened 
recently, scrape the picador's leg. The 
cloaks are flourished again and the 
bull follows them. Then the horse, Jf 
he is still on his feet, is again turned 
to the bull. There is a great red hole 
in him and the blood drips; but he Is 
dragged and beaten forward. The bull 
plunges at him a second time, and 
this time he rolls over with his rider, 
who scrambles out from under him, his 
yellow clothes stained with blood. 
Then one chulo takes the bridle and 
beats the horse on the head and an- 
other chulo drags him by the tail, and, 
it he can, he staggers to his feet He 
is literally fal'lng to pieces; he has 
not ten minutes to live; but the sad- 
dle is thrown on him again and the 
picador helped into the saddle.

makes a few steps, the picador drives 
his heels into him, and then jumps off 
as he falls for the last time and lies 
kicking on the ground, a torn and 
battered and sopping mass.

Yet the men of to-day are as fleet of 
foot as those of a decade ago. Hamil- 
ton, Clarke and Lange could probably 
Beat Harry Stovey in a 100-yard dash 
over and over again.

packs, Chopard produced a number of 
packs suited to his purpose.

marked effectually. 


It is admittedly the most 
subtle 


fraud at baccarat. The banker has the 
caids in hib hands.

and jet not be suspected was his 
triumph. When he and his confeder- 
ates bad broken up a bank Cbopard 
might then take a bank himself.

"Yes, Chopard won
